T his Day we faw lour Exprrfs Jeftt to Copt Gyles, wherein you fay you ex*, 
pelt to meet us at Cafeo-Bay, but we inJiB on meeting tf/-Pemmaquid, by 
reafen ibit Cafeo ft fojar^ and iFs now a very bufy time with and we fray 
you would Condefeend to m in meeting us therej and we will without fail meet 
you there \ by reajon you injift on our now meetings we can't have only our oWn 
Tribe, bur we rather Choofe to have thofe cff Czti2iiti with us, through whofe 
means we have been hindred meeting you 'till this time, We dejire your Anfwer 
with all Di^atch^ and are now waiting he're fo'r the fame : And leaB the Vejfel 
thro' Contrary Winds fould be detained, we have fent a Canoo with two Men^ who 
will bring us your Anfwer with all ffeed : We Salute Tuu Great Governour, and 
Mfe your Friends,

Chief Sachem, J at Five a-Clock Afternoon. 

T his Day at three a-CUck Afternoon, ive received fnch a Letter from 
you hy the Schooner, in Anfwer to Ours,as we could not have espe^ed^ 
iecaufe contrary to your Engagements in your treaty ; Tou fay you expep} us 
at Pemmaquid, under pretence of if s being a hufy time, and the Difficulty 
cf coming hither, you ought to have order d your Bufinefs to Comport with 
your Engagements : We have been waiting here fame days in Expeflation of 
meeting you, to Ratify and Confirm the Peace according to the Articles Sti^ 
fulated and Agreed on at Bolton lafl Winter. Capt. Sander’s who carries 
ghis Letter will tarry three Days, and on his return you may if you pleafe 
{hy Gods Permifjion) have fafe Condufl ^ R^ff^g^ hither ivith him, with as 
tnany as can be Accommodated on Board the Sloop, fully prepared to Ratify 
the Articles agreed on, which is what we ju(Ily expell, having not failed of 
a Punflual and Honourable Compliance of ivhat was engaged on our part \ 
f^e hid you heartily farewell. Wm. DUMMER.

On the v^d. the aforementioned Indians came hither, and waited on 
the Lieut. Governour, with a MelTage from their Sagamore Wenemouett^, 
,Xhat they were fent to know whether His Honour was Arrived here 
or not. The Lieut. Governour Acquainted them that the Lieut. Gover- 
jiour of Pifeataqua, and Major Mafcarene from Nova-t>cotia,x.\\o fameGen^ 
tiemen that were at the Treaty at Boflon, were now with him here to re¬ 
ceive the Ratification of the Treaty from the Indian Tribes :■ That he 
Lad received the Letter from Wanemouett their Sachem, and had wrote an 
'Anfwer thereto per Cape. Sanders, but lead that lliould mi (carry, he 
Would fend a Copy of it by them : And they having refrcfiicd them- 
felves, and received Necelfiiries for their Return, were Difpatched about: 
Six of the Clock that Evening. 

On the 'LC)th.Wen£mouett,fi\Q. Chief Sachem,with aNaimber of bisTriUr^ 
eipat Men, & others,arriv’d in Capt. Sanders Sloop, and on the '^oth the 
Conference for the Ratification of the Treaty was Fncred upon, andCorv 
eluded the Sixsh of Au^^fiy aa appears by the folio wing Pages..

Governour of Mew^ Hamp/hirey with feveral of His Majefty’s 
Council of faid Province, and Major Paul Mafcarene from the Govern¬ 
ment of Nova-Scotia or V Acadia^ and we are come Purl'uant to the 
Treaty of Peace lately had at Bofiony and to receive the Ratification of 
the faid Treaty from you. We are ready to ratify the Articles of the 
Treaty on Our Part, and we fuppofe you are alfo ready to Ratify the 
fame on your Parr, and that‘s what we have to fay now. 

Lorotty T The Lieut.Governour has mentioned the fame thing that we 
Speaker- S are come for,The Treaty we had the laft Winter fo far as it was 
then finiihed,There are none but ih^Penolfcut-trihe\\QTQ at pre¬ 
fent,Others that we expeded are not here at this Place,which is thePlace 
the Government expelled we fhould meet at. We fent Mefiengers to the 
other Tribes, and acquainted them of the time the GovernourAppoinred 
to meet, but that being fo foon, they are nor yet come, wc fent to the 
Canada Trihes to come over to the Treaty according to theTime appointed 
by the Governour, but they have not come, they have fent a Letter,and 
two Wampom Belts, one to the Governoury^nd one to thePenoB/cut-friSe* 

Lt Gov- Who do you mean by the Canada Indians. 

Lor on. We mean the Narridgwocksy St.Francois & Wowenock Indians.' 

Lt.Gov. What do you mean by giving an Anfwer to the Canada W 
dians Letter. 

Loron. The St. Francois Indians as we have faid fent to the Com- 
milTioners lately fent to Qanaday and gave for Anfwer, that this Govern¬ 
ment fliould go to Mount"Royaly when we Treated with them, that fo wc 
fhould all be before Our Fathers- 

Lt Gov. What do you mean by the Canada Indians Letter, I never 
received any Letter of their’s- 

Loron. We mean the Belt that was fent. 

Lt. Gov, Do you mean by the Letter any thing that was faid at Cana¬ 
da before the Treaty was held at Boflon. 

Lorony T. We mean only what was faid atCdW^i tliisSpring,nothing 
Speaker, S before, When the Belt was fent to the Governour, meaning 
the Canada Indians Belt, there was Letters fent of the loth, 
of June & ifl of July from Wenemouett then at St. Georges, to dcfire that 
as tHs Governour was the furtheft from the C^ff^i^rfkdians, that he would 

B fend 
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{end an Anfw^er to Wenemeuetty that we may both Joyn in the Anfwer ta 
the Canada Indians as we were Brothers. 

Lt.Gov, You may go on, I would have you to fay, all you haye at 
prefcnc to fay. 

Loron. We tho’r when we fent the Letter and Belt from the Indians, 
that we fhould receive an Anfwer to it for Our further Proceeding, but in- 
ftead of that we received the Gevernour’s DireClion to meet him here for the 
Katification of the Treaty. As to the firtt Motions of Peace when we heard 
of it from the Governour we were very glad of it, and weie ready ro join in 
tire Peiace, and made Propofals in order to efFeft ir, and particularly about 
the Lands,and the hnglijh quittirg the twoHoufes, viz Richmond.^. St.George^s^ 
Which the G -vernment did not fee caufe to come into ; if they had, we with 
the other Indians fhould all have come into a Peace before now, and there 
would be no Difficulty with the others-, not that the Houfes fho'uld be re- 
. moved at a great diltance, but that the Houfe at St. George^s fliould be re- 
moved lo'Pemmaqaid, and that at Richmond to Arrvufick, for the Trading- 
Houfes. As for the they are fo careful that they will do 

every thing that is juh, That there (hall be no Breach or Mifunderlfandirg 
for the future, but rhac the Tribes round about us might approve of eveiy 
thing we do, it. w-is further mentioned in rheTre3ty,that if any of theTribes 
fhould rife or break up what was therein Agreed on, or lift up the Hatcher,, 
we fhall all joyn in Suppreffing them, and fo we now Agree. We have 
nothing further ro offer now. 

LtGov. Befides what I mentioned at firft,thar thefeveralGovernments 
5 jre come down to receive the Ratification of the Peace from you, There 
are Gentlemen here prefent from the Government of the Province of the 
Maffachufetts-Bayy to Prove the Rights to the Land EaRward, 

purluant to the aforefaid Treaty, fo that you may perceive wc are come 
fully provided ro make good the Treaty on Our Part, according to the. 
Articles Agreed oh. That is all I have to fay» 

Loron. Wc have no more to fay to Night. 

Lt Gov. To Morrow is the Lord's-Day,upon which we do no Buflncfs. 
On Monday we will give you an Anfwer to what you have faid ; anfd 
will Order the fame Sigual when we are ready as we did to Day. 

Loro>t^ To Morrow is our Sahbatlrday, and we alfo keep the Day. 

Lt.Govy We will take a Giafs of Wine, and Drink the King s eealihy

Before iixe proceed it is necefjar^f that y.,ct{ give us a true and full 
Account wh) the Narridgwock Indians are not here., as.you have eng^a^d 
for them in the Treaty made at BoRon .which now lies on the Table : VFt 
fjai/e confide red of what you [aid to us^ at our meeting, on Saturday lafly and 
yis to the Prepoja/s of the Narridgwock other Triles., that the Treaty 
he held at Mount-Royal, we fay tha/s its cirntra-ry to .th£ Articles of Tec^ce 
made at Boflon, and therefore deferves no Anfwer, and you know that ivs 
always told youf that it wfs leneath the Honour of the E'ng'hdi Government 
to Treat with Indians in a Frencli Country,- to the Tnfinuations 
of the Canada Indians, that.o^r -Commijfioners fegun a Treaty there, it is 
not true, for our Commijfioners were fent there to Demand of the French 
Governour in the Name e>/King GEORGE not to Indians in'ghe 

War againfl us, and alfo to Refiore all the Englifli Captives thatQo:uem- 
went, which they declared to the Governour 0/Canada as foon ,as they Ar- 
rived, and that.they had no other Bufinefs in that Country. 

As to the Two Tioufes you except againfl, you. may Hememler you were- 
told at ^o^ion, that King GEORGE 4 R/g/;/ to huilfl Houfes where 
be pleafed within his Dominions, and we ha'Ve not huilt any TToufes on Lands 
in the EaRern Parrs lut what we have Furchafed, and are ready to prove 
the Title, and that the Houfes mentioned were not kept for Offence .after tl^e 
Ratification, hut as they were mofl Conveniently Scituated in the fud<iment 
pf.the Government of the MaRachufetts for Supplying r/?? Indians, which we 
■ then .concluded you h^d refled fatisfied with,, and you may depend that we 
.flail not depart from that or any other of our Engagements : This is all we have 
to fay to you atFrefent,if )ou aeflre it,it flail all he repeated to you over ttgain.

Wennemouett\ When the two firft went to we had not full Power 
to ad;,& CO do for the Tribes^but when L 9 r 9 H return'd from Bo^on toFe-^ 
n^lfcut^ then I fent a Young Man with him to Arreraguntemk^ and they 
were all very ready to come into what the Penoifcuts Ihould do as to the 
pTreaty, and we had full Power Delegated to us to ad for the UarriJg- 
mcks^ iVowenocks^ and Arreraguntecooh and St. Fr^ncois^ hut the rcafon of 
the l^arriJgmcks not coming in is altogether as new to us as it can be 
to you. 

Lt.Gov. Did the Belt come from the NarrtJgwociu

horon. We will now give our Anfwer to what was faid Yefterday. 
And firft give the Reafon why the Narri^gwock Tribe is not here, we lhall 
be very Plain, and tell the Truth and nothing but the Truth why they 
are not here. Wc fent a Meflenger over to the Narrtdgvonks^ St.Frattcoif^ 
and for them to come over here to the Treaty, to hear what 

was faid, when tne Mefiengers were got to thole Tribes they difeourfed 
’em and deliver’d their Meftage to come over here,bur the St Francois^in- 
nen^cks^ and iht Narridgwocks, made Anfwer that they would have the Pe- 
nohfeutt Chiefs with thefeGovernments come over there to hear theTreaty, 
There were Six of the Narrifgw^ck Indians came over to Penohfeutt this 
Spring, they miffed of the Meffengers that were fent from Pemhfeutt to 
NarrUgwock; then Two went back and Four ftaid till the Penolfeutt Mcf- 
fengers return'd with an Anfwer from the St. Francois^ &c. with the two 
Belts ; the Four Naf’ri^gw Indians that tarried behind would have come 
here and have been pceient at the JRacificacion, but the Belts being fent 

occaiioned 
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bccafion’d their hot coming', When the Belts came to PenolfcuTt] we had 
Advice then from the Governour of the Maffachufetts oi his coming down 
to the Racihcacion, and the Four Narridgwock Indians told the Penohfcutts^ 
to go on, and what ever they did was all one as if they were Prefent,and 
the Narridgwocks after that went to Canada. 

Lt.Gov Is this the lafi: Account you have had of the l^arr/dgtvacHndinns^ 

Lorffn. It’s but a little while fince they went away, and we have not 
heard from them fince, The lafl Man that went away, when he went off 
he faid he would go foremoft to the Arrefaguntecook Indians, & difeourfe 
'em on the Meffage they have fent, expecting that the Government and 
the Fenohfeutt Chiefs will give an Anfvver alfo to the Belts as we are Bro¬ 
thers. This is what we Anfwer as to the Firft Part of what was faid to» 
us Yeflerday. Now we proceed to make Anfwer to the Second Part of 
Yefterdays Difeourfe. Everything of the Treaty is very plain to us,and 
there is nothing in the way excepting the Two Houfes ,* in cafe the/, 
could be removed a little further in,as we mentioned Yefterday. TheGo- 
vernoLir was mentioning that he would Settle no Lands, but what good 
Rights&Titles might befet forthto,&in cafe theLands wereSold, we Iiavo 
a Number of Young People growing up who never were Acquainted of 
the Lands being Sold, The Government is a Great and RichGovernment* 
and if the Lands were Sold, they were Sold for a fmall matter,and Goff 
but little, and it would be but a fmall matter for the Government toj 
make Allowance for them, and give them up. 

Lt.Gov. 'What do you mean by making Allowance for the Lands. 

Loron.^ We defire that no Houfes or Settlements may be made to the 
Eaflward of Pemmaquid^ or above Arrowfick., As for the PenohfcuttTnhQ / 
in particular, we don’t know that ever they Sold any Lands, That’s all 
we have to fay. 

LtGov. We fhall be ready to make you an Anfwer to Morrow Mora^ 
ing at Nine a-Clock, and fhall Order the Signal to be made for you.

Lands formerly PofTefled by them, which CommifiTioners are here prelenc 
for that Service, Thofe Lands being for a long time fince Purchafed by 
His Majefty’sSubjecSts, and the Property Veiled in them,theGovernment 
cannot Difclaim them; And now” as you have affured us, that you very 
well know all the Articles of the Peace which was made at Boflotty and 
that you are ready to come hither to Ratify them-, fo we are ailo ready 
to receive the faid Ratification, and now exped: that it fiiall be done ac¬ 
cordingly. We have no more to fay, but to demand of you wha-r 
Itjh Captives you have ready to Exchange, Purfuanc to an Article oil 
the Treaty on that behalf. We havefaid what we have to fay now,and: 
will take a Walk out for a little time if you defire it, and give you an: 
Opportunity of advifing one wirh another here. 

Indians-^ We thank the Governour, We are the fmallefi: in Number 
and we wdll walkout, we can bed bear the heat of the Sun, and the 
Indians accordingly retired.

Laron. We have been tho’rful of, and Confulted what was faid to Day, 
and now will give Anfwer to it. We underftood the Governour was tho’tfub 

why the Indians were not here. We are alfo tho’tful, Ir is a 

Hindrance, fo far as we fhould be glad they fhould be fent for again, Wears 
of Opinion if they Ihnuld be fent for they would appear here forthwith, the 
jeafon why we mention this is becaufe' we would be very careful in what we 
do in oui Proceedings, that none fhould break in upon our Proceedings, 
we fhould be very forty if any thing fhould happen amifs as to* 

what we have done, we are not knowing that any are defign’d or 

Intend to break our Treaty, but we are very tho’tful and Concern’d that 
Sione fhall do it. We infift upon the removal of thofe twoHoufes which was 
mentioned lall Winter, v/e again make mention of them now, and if they 
were removed there would be no D.fficutty among theTrihes. We can't find 
any Record in our Memory, nor in the Memory of Our Grand-Fathers that 
ihe Ptnohfcuit Tribe have Sold any Land', As co the Deeds mentioned la(b 
Winter, made by Medoccewandii and Sheepfoat John., they were not Penobfeutt 
Indians, one belonging io Me chi as- Mcdackewondo^ iheorher tovvards Boflon, If 
we could find in reality that the Lands were Purchafed of the right Owners, 
iwc:fiiould not have.' infilled; upon it,, nor ha-ve-opened'out Mouths, we-would 
ii®tr prerend to tell a Lye about ir,, for we know- that God- will be a-ngty with? 

teidsa Lyo^, nemembei: of an^ Settlements aar su 
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George's^ we remember a pretty while, and as long as we remember, the 
Place where the Garrifon (lands was fill’d with Great - Long Grown Trees. 
As to the mentioning ol'Prifoners as we told you lad Winter, we had noc

All the Conrroverfy 
now is about a fmail Trafl of Land, which is but a Tiiffe, and all is fi.iifhed 
excepting thar, which is a Trifle. We have nothing further to offer now.

Lt.Oov, The Committee for Claims are here, ready in the Prefence 
of ail the Governments here AfTembled to fee forth the Titles of the Eng-^ 
lijh to the Lands in the Eaffern Parts of this Government.

reckoned our Selves obliged to this, but we account we are under much 
more and ftronger Obligations to do it now, fince the Engagements Our 
whole Tribe have taken upon ‘em in Ratifying theArticles oftheTreaty, 
and ihall take Effeduai Care that any fuch Perfons be Obliged to fee 
down. Major Mafcarene told us the Government of Annapolis Would 
Ratify the Treaty if we would fend any Perfons there on our behalf for 
that purpofe, we don’t fuppofe he is now going to Annapolis-, but when 
he Arrives there we would pray him to cake care that that Government 
would fend a Veffel for us to go there to Ratify the Articles of theTreaty, 
becaufe the Bay is too bigg for us to pafs over in our Canoes. 

Major Mafcarene. I fliall write to the Governour who is now at Canfi, 
of your Deftre, upon my Arrival at Boflon., and doubt not of His Compli¬ 
ance therewith, a few of you will be lufficient to carry the Inflrument I 
gave you at Bojlon, to be Ratifyed by the Lieut.

We have not heard any Anfwer to our Letter about fbme Frenchmen kil¬ 
ling fome of our People a great way up in the Country, we mention this 
becaufe the Governour told us it any Mifehiefs or Injuries fhould happen, 
we fhould Acquaint one another of it in order for Redrefs, We heard the 
Frenchmen were in Prlfon at Annapolis. 

The Lieut. Governour Acquainted them that he had received their Let¬ 
ter, and fent an Anfwer to it, and then recited the Contents of the Letter, 
and alfo His Anfwer to if, both of which were afterwards produced and 
Ihewn to the Indians, and then acquainted the Indians that he had en¬ 
deavoured by Examination and other Means to make out fome Proof againft 
the Frenchman mentioned in the Letter, and now under Confinement, but 
could find none, yet he kept the faid Frenchman a Prifoner at the Cable, 
where he remained at our coming away from Bojion. And upon the Indians 
defire that Juftice might be done on him, it was anfwer’d by the Lieur. 
Governour, That His Majelty King GEORGE, by His Laws did not allow 
His Governours to meddle with Matters out of their own Provinces, but that 
all fuch Faffs mull be Tryed in the Governments wherein they were Com¬ 
mitted, and this being faid to be done, not in our Government, but in that 
of Annapolis, the Lieur. Governour faid he would fend the Frenchman back 
thither, where they might Profecute him, and that they would h u e a good

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Opportunity of doing it when they fliould go thither to receive the Rati^l* 
cation of that Government, to which the Indians replyed they were fully; 
fatisfied and content that it fhould be fo. 

LoroH. Are the Indian Prifoners at Boflon in Health ? 

Lt.Gov, Yes they are all very well. 

Loroa. We defire to know whether it is expeded that the PenolfcuH 
procure any Eaglifh Prifoners before the Indian Prifoners are delivered, 
we have before feveral times acquainted the Governour wc have notOna 
with us. 

Lt.Govi Wc exped you do your utmoll: Endeavour to have the Eng-« 
lifh Prifoners Reftored. 

Loron. Is it expeded we Ihould buy the Engliih Prifoners of the 
French > 

Lt.Gov> How do you underfland that Article in the Treaty > 

luoron. As to the Articles we underfland them fully, we have Acquaint 
ted the Governour we have not one Prifoner in our whole Tribe, we 
know of none, when we go home we fhall fend diredly to CanAda^ and 
Acquaint them^that we have made a Peace: The French Indians will then 
ask us prefently, how many Captives have you brought away with you ? 
Wc fhall anfwer none. They will fay, how docs it look like a Peace,’ 
when you have not got the Captives ? 

kt.Gov, What do you mean by fending to Canada > 

Lor on. To Arrefeguntecook. 

Lt^ov. As to what you fay, that you fliall tell the French Indians' 
you have not got any of the Captives, I have not told you that I would 
not deliver up the Captives, I defign you fhall liave them all, I mean all 
fucli as are in the Hands of the Government* 

Loron. We fpeak Truly, we have no EngUJh Captives in our Hands^ 
but we fpeak for the Indians for thofe that are any where afar ofl^ thcic 
Eyes are looking upon us, and we would willingly fatisfy them as far 
we can. 

£?. Gov. I defign the Indian Captives fliall be fee at Liberty when I 
go to Bofton^ and Saccarexes the Hoflage fliall alfo be fet at Liberty. 

There were feveral Perfons Attending whofe Friends and Relations 
are in the Hands of the French, who were Recommended to the Indians 
for their AfTiflance in getting them Returned home. 

Loron. As the Governour has Offer’d that the Indian Captives fhall 
all be Reflored and none kept back, fo we fay that we will make Search 
for any Captives that may be among the Tribes, and ftall take care 

F "" that 
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tliat they fliall be ReftorecJ, and fhall alfo do dur urmofl: to get " thofe- 
Redeemed that are in the Hands of the French. We lhall not forget it, 
we have given Our Words, and repeated our Promifes and Engagements, 
and Gur Words are Written down, and they will appear afterwards 
againfl us*
